Pressed by the question tho witness did
not feel like asserting positively that the
walls had boen wenkened by the fire, but he
would siy that, lunsmuch as no bulging of
the wills had appeared after thie dee, e bad
considered the walls to be safe; that the only

woenk spot he had  pickod out was ut the
southenst corner whera the cornice was
loose. I'ho witness wus of tho opinion that

the persons who hind sufTered fatalitios came
to thelr doath by tho falling of n portion of

Lthe east wall, and that, falling buck upon
his experience in buildings that had been
burned out s this one had beon, that tho

fall of the wall hud been largely contributoed
to by the portion of the rool  that had boen
attached to the east wall, and whivh had
probably been rulsed up by the wind accums
ulated underneanth it in suchh & way as to
force the wall over,

Juror JimeStephenson ot this  point put o
number of questions to the witness, who was
ong of the buillding committee, which re
voaled o to be the duty of the chiel 1n oase
he entertiined doubt of the safoty of the
building, to notify Building Inspector \Whit-
lock, und the witness stawed that if he bhad
had such an opinion he would have culled the
ottontion of the bumlding nspector to the
matter, but that such had not been the case,
The chiaf could not aftirm, with  his lwmited
knowlodge of the subject, that additional
force had been wllowed the wind agninst the
roof attached to the east wall through failure
to bourd up the windows on the west anud
north sides of the building, The witness
wns asked if he thought it strange, in view
of tho fact that the front part of the building
wos braced by unimpaired partitions which
the fire had not reaclhied and thet the wind
had an uninterrupted course through the
windows on Eleventh streot to the east wall,
that the fall haud ocenrred as It did, and ex-
priossed hibmsell as baviog beon surprised ut
findiog tho eust wall down, us the first idea
he hidd when he asecertained that the build-
ing wis down, waus thuat the portion wbout the
cornlee on Faropm street wos involved,

PUILDING INSPECTOR WIHTTLOUK
Sropped to the stand and stated thot it was
his business to look after bulldings that had
been injured by fre or other onsunlty; thut
Immediately after the fire in the Max Meyer
building ho bad made o survoy of the prem-
ises from the collur o the roof, and found
the walls sud partitions in good stinpe, with
the excoption of the south wall, which hn
wis nfewld of und the plers of which seemaoed
to hung out,. Thoe fre started around the
olevater, and in the cast forty-four foet of
the structure the joists werg not much im-
paived, “Mondey worning at 11 o'cloek,'’
muid the witness, “1 was in the thivd stery
and weat throuwgh an opening in the division
wall and looked ut the fropt plers to see if
thore was apy more eracking, 1 had been in
the builditg  probably six or soven times
from the occarronce of the fire to that time,
I walked nlong by that portion of the wall
that has gone out.  "There wis not o third of
the thivdatloor burned out, und the sestion
that fell was north of the coenter of tho cust
wall, [ should think thet i, from the
second  fioor to the top of the fire
wail on the east side of the bullding is
in the nelghborhood of twenty-tive feat,
In this budding thore was not much fire
nlong the wall that fell, and the dainnge wos
not more thun 2 per cont. I dida't consider
Lthut there was more than fifteon feot of tho
wiull unsupported, There was o space burned
aeross the bulliing  southeast, [ didn't
"anko a note of how much, ‘Fhere was twon«
Sy-live or thirty foot buroned out north of the
eenter of the bullding, There was sixty feet
of fire wall on the Hoyer building to brace
tho wall that fell, and if [ hoo not thought
tho wall safe I would have taken steps to
Avert the catastrophe, 1 met Meyer the
morniug after the fire st Hurney and Twon-
ty-fourth aud vode down with him, He spoke
of adding u story to the bullding, and, atter-
wirds, [ think it was on the 30th of the
month, bhearing that they wera get-
ting  up plans  for moother slory,
I wrote to Mendelssohn & Lowrle
the architects that 1 did vot thiuk it advisa-
ble of anfo to put on another story and re-
ceived wn answer stating that My, Mendels-
Sohn was out ol the city and that broke off
tho matter. Tho joista In the first, sccond
and third stories were intact with tho excep-
tion of n plece that was burned ont diagon-
ally servss the buliding from the clevator
hatehway toward the oast, but the roof joists
were pearly burned off. ‘'his burnea strip
wits north of the center of the fallon soction.

K K. Lavesey, acontractor and builder,
had examinod the baildiog, and  particularly
the outside of the east wall, the day after
the fire, nnd fouwnd dfween of twoenty leet of
the third Hooe burned out,  He Lad been at
the chimney, but did not notice any crack
such a8 Lad beon spoken of. He did wot
considor thut thare was dunper in leavinge
the eist wall as it was left.  He was a brick
man wiwo alwavs noticed the coodition of
beick walls after a4 Hre, to see how thay
stoodl the fire and the ploying of the water
on tham, and e had failed to observe that
this wall had been much affected,

Muax Meyer stated that at 5 o'¢lock the
worning  after the fre he had looked at his
butliling in company with Mr. Mendelssohn,
who examined it and said that the walls
were safe,  He had also looked the
structure with Whitlock nnd hid
told  Whitloek  that he wunted 1o
moake settlement with the insurance compa-
nles, The only notification he had had of
there being any danger in the building was a
telephone Iessnge thot the cornice wis com
ing down and ho had it xed in ten minutes,
That erooked chinney referred to wnas still
stunding, The insurance examiners sald
that the building was not much damnged.
At the time of tho exuwmination thers was
roof in front and in the rear of the cast wall
and it lay on tho Hoor so as to bo a protection
to the wall, a sort of anchor. In regard to
putting an oxtra story on the bueilding, it was
the west wall that was relerred Lo s con-
fileting with somue building rogtlation.
